A su rv ey showed tod ay that 
these were in ad d ition to meas­ 
u res ex tend ing the liv es of the 
fiv e chief emergency organiza­ 
tions with their thou sand s of 
employ es — the Reconstru ction 
Finance Corporation, the Relief 
Ad ministration,

Works Ad ministration, the Na­ 
tional Recov ery Ad ministration, 
and the Civ ilian Conserv ation 
Corps. 
Of the measu res establishing 
new commissions, bu reau s or ad ­ 


ministrations all bu t two hav e 
been mad e law by the signatu re 
of Presid ent Roosev elt. 
Those still u nsigned are the j 
Gu ffey coal stabilization bill, j 
prov id ing for a national bitu m­ 
inou s coal commission of fiv e, a 
consu mers’ cou nsel and a bitu m­ 
inou s coal labor board of three, 
and the railroad retirement bill 
setting u p an ind epend ent board 
of three to su perv ise pay ment of 
pensions to retired rail workers.
